Local Citizens Victims 
In American Accident 


The crossroads at Sunburst, Mon- 
tana, was the scene of a serious ac- 
cident involving four Raymond citi- 
zens on Sunday, December 2nd.

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Children Jo Be Moued Into Hoipital Shortly 


Patients will be moved into the new 
Alberta Red Cross Crippled Children's 
hospital in Calgary the week of Jan. 
14, according to an announcement by 
George C. Lancaster, chairman of the 
hospital building committee. 


The move has been delayed until the 
New Year owing to extensive Christ- 
mas preparations which cou'd not be 
disrupted. It was decided that if the 
patients couldn't be moved before 
Dec. 5 occupation of the new hospital 
would have to be postponed until 
January. 

A few of the departments will move 
ahead of the children, The brace shop 
will be installed in its new location im- 
mediately after Jan. 1 and the laundry 
and X-ray equipment will be moved a 
week ahead of the patients. 

The actual date for the children to 
be moved has not been made public as 
hospital officials believe that too much 
excitement would upset the children.

Early in the 
summer moving of the patients was 
delayed pending a survey of the hos- 
pital and the grounds on which it 
stands by two engineers of the engin- 
eering department of the University 
of Alberta. 

The survey was a_ precautionary 
measure as cracks had been appearing 
in the walls and hospital officials 
wanted to be sure the hospital was in 
first-rate condition before being used.

WHAT'S IN A NAME 

Some people have been suggesting 
lately that capitalism would have a 
better chance of withstanding the chal- 
lenge of socialism in North America 
if we could just get rid of the word 
“capitalism”, A new name— perhaps 
something like “mutualism’ or “pro-

The socialists believe that socialism 
will produce more well-being for man- 
kind than capitalism. They have every 
right to their opinion. Unlike the com- 
munists, they do not take orders from 
foreign sources nor do they wish to 
destroy the government. They want to 
expand it and make it more powerful. 
They want the state—by legal, demo- 
cratie processes—to take over more 
and more functions, 

The proponents of capitalism, on the 
other hand, believe their system has 
clearly demonstrated its superiority, 
And on the basis of past performances, 
the balance sheet would certainly ap- 
pear to be in capitalism’s favor. 

In the first place, the chief enemy 
of human freedom through most of 
history has been a too powerful state; 
and no matter how protective or pa- 
ternalistic its motives may have been 
at times, it has been feared as such. 

Secondly, there is a fundamental 
fact of human nature that can’t be ig- 
nored: A man will exert himself if it 
will benefit himself and his family in 
an improved standard of living, in the 
ownership of property or in a better 
social standing in his community. 
These things he knows are available 
under a capitalism that rewards extra 
individual effort. 

The question is, will he exert him- 
self as much in a society that tries 
to level out the rewards and_ bring 
everybody to roughly the same eco- 
nomic status? The chances are—hum- 
an nature being what it is — most 
people are apt to regard a removal 
of incentives as sufficient reason for 
loafing, or perhaps producing just 
enough to get by on. At the same 
time, it should be obvious that under- 
production can have only one result: 
A smoaller share for everybody. 

It isn’t our intention to defend 
business as it Is or to suggest that all 
industries are perfectly conducted and 
above criticism. We simply think it 
pertinent to point out that it was capi- 
talism that turned the luxury of yes- 
terday into the commonplace of today. 

And, given the chance, it will be the 
Same system, no matter what name 
it’s known by—an alive, constantly 
changing and freely developing capi- 
talism—that will turn the luxury of 
today into the commonplace, even the 
necessity, of tomorrow,
